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Clubs 'mad as heir

"We're mad as hell, and 
we're not going to take it 
anymore!" is the rallying cry of 
McGill clubs this year. . . 

Angry club representatives 
will present a resolution to 
Students' Council at- its next 
meeting" Ttiesday nightii4^r;7 . , 

The resolution represents the 
consensiis reached Wednesday 
when interest group and 
cultural club leaders met in the 
International Students' 
Association 'office to discuss 
^ common points of concern and 
to map out a strategy to deal 
with Students' Society cut- 
backs. 

Club members are upset over 
the lack of - consultation they 
• receiy^jW^en ; budget matters 
. werc-^reviewe"d' by the Joint 
Management Committee (JMQ 
over the summer. They believe 
Jhe JMC acted indifferently to 
their clubs' interests and well- 
being. 

Budgets submitted after the 
April 29 deadline were not con- 
sidered by the. JMC which 
reviews Students' Society 
finances in mid-June. Only 13 
clubs presented their budgets on 
time. As wcll/the Society is now 



charging $10 in advance for 
room bookings, putting a severe 
strain on club finances which 
cannot exceed S400. . 

The major gripe was that 
budget cuts were "done in the 
dark" and that club concerns 
-were virtually ignored. Qub 
niembcrs:.f'^'r'cturning . in 
September were shocked .to fmd 
they could not meet Monday or 
■Tuesday evenings because 
Union building hours had been 
cut. Many clubs have still not 
had phones installed as they no 
longer .have been allocated 
rooms. 

"Ninety per cent of the stuff 
(JMC decides) is -under the 
table," said Program Board 
Vice-President General Pro- 
grams Andy Cherna. "It's 
scary." 

"It's the fault of JMC for not 
informing you^" admitted 
Inter-Residence Coiincil Presi- 
dent Steven Matthews. "It^s not 
an easy year. The McGill ad- 
ministration is calling in all its 
debts and has cancelled the 
Students' Society's reserve - 
funds." . 

As Students' Society Vice- 
President University Affairs, 
Matthews wore two hats to the 



meeting. He often steered 
discussion from general com- 
plaints to more specific resolu- 
tions. 

"Clubs couldn't revise their 
budgets (to meet room booking 
charges) because of lack of con- 
sultation," said Photographic 
Society representative Andy 
Mitchell. "We should be a force 
of Students' Society, but 
ultimately they're alienating 
us." • 

Formaly the Camera Club, 
the Photographic Society has ■ 
opened^ an account .with a 
chartered bank so it would no 
.longer havc^to deal -with the 
Society and could operate in- 
dependently. 

With their large collective, 
membentup, the clubs feel they 
repfèsêiît'a force that could be 
of invaluable help to Students' 
Society in promoting a needed 
fee increase. This year's sudden 
disregard of their interests' has 
made them feel unneeded and 
unwanted. 

"Clubs represent. ISO people 
who cou}d be 1 very active in the 
prorhotibn of a fee increase," 
said Cherna. "We could help 
make students see that Society

Teitlebaum said, 'ÎI don't like 
the term 'practical education,' 
this' sounds like plumbing or 
'something. There is a definite 
academic background to our 
courses. I like to think of it as 
an applied education." 

Referring to the academic 
areas, he said, "there is literally 
only a handful (of students)." 

W lien asked if a B.Cbm. 
degree supplied the student with 
a better opportunity for 
employment than a B.A., Mr. 
•N. Amyot of.the Public Service 
Commission of Cimada said, "I 
think this is applicable, not only 
to the government of Canada, 
but to every aspect of business 
and industry in this country." 

The School of Commerce at 
McGill began in 1905 as a part 

of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. It was only in 1968 that 
the FacuUy of Management was 
created. 

The Commerce program has 
since become more business and 
professionally oriented. 
Teitlebaum said, "I don't like 
to use the word 'academic 
respectability,' but this is what 
business education has gained. 
This is reflected by the number 
of students in our faculty."

If students want to have input 
into program changes and 
reallocation of resources at 
McGill, they are going lb have 
to get more involved, said 
Students' Society Vice President 
University Affairs-Steven Mat- 
thews. 

For the past two years, the 
Academic Policy and Planning 
Committee (APPQ has been in 
the process of conducting 
cyclical reviews of all ^depart- 
ments at .McGill in order to 
assessj academic : priorities and 
allocate funding accordingly. 

According to APFC 
Chairperson Vice Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman, 
the Cyclical Review subcommit- 
tee of APPC is "mandated to 
review proposals for new or 
revised courses, programs of 
teaching and research, and ex- 
isting programs. In doing this, 
its responsibility ; is to ensure 
that the departmentsyjneet: cer- 
tain 'acadeiinic^stanidards' and 
that all 'human and material 
resources' are used in the most 
effective manner." 

The committees, now in their 
second year, are having trouble 
getting student representatives. 
This year, almost no students 
have applied to sit on the com- 
mittees. 

On September 20, the 
deadline for applications, there 
were five student applicants for 
30 pcsitions. 

"With five applicants out of 
20,000 students, you can hardly 
claim that students are doing 
their part," said Matlhews.in a 
letter to the Daily (see letters

page five). "As to those 
students who complain in the 
corridors and classrooms about 
the standard and direction of 
McGill's academic programs, 
here is your chance." ! 

Refered to by Matthews as ' 
the "Axe Committee," their \ 
reports "are a major criterion 
for allocation of resources in 
the University's future," he 
said. 

It is rumoured that because of 
its mandate, the APPC may bf 
deciding what courses o- 
deparlments should be cut. 

For this reaison, Matthew., 
wants to encourage student par 
ticipation in the process sc 
students can have input in to 
. decisions that will ultimately af- 
fect them and their acadonic 
programs at McGill. 

"We need students who can" 
ask the right kind of questions 
and provide constructive 
criticism," he added. .

Students protest law 32 



MONTREAL (CUP) — A law 
giving -legal recognition to 
Québec student associations is 
more dangerous than no law at 
all and may cause "civil war" 
on some Québec campuses, ac- 
cording to Québec's largest stu- 
dent organisation. '.MS^i^. 

Members of the Association 
nationale des étudiants et étu- 
diantes du Québec (ANEQ) and 
other student groups are pro- 
testing the law and plan a 
general student " strike 
November 15. , 

Law 32, passed last June, re- 
quires student associations seek- 
ing ■ accreditation .. from the 
Québec government from the 
Québec government to win a 
referendum in which 25 percent 
of students vote yes. 

Associations which have ex- 
isted as a corporation for two 



years and which apply by Sept. 
21 arc exempt. An appointee of 
the education ministry must 
supervise the other associations 
in Québec must validate the 
results. 

Only, accredited associations 
would receive guaranteed fun- 
ding through a student levy at 
registration, collected by the ad- 
ministration: Of nee space and 
other services would also be. 
guaranteed. 

The law also allows in- 
dividual faculties, departments 
or colleges to set up their own 
associations. ° > 

ANEQ information secretary 
-Peter Wheclan said the regula- 
tions could create incredible 
bureaucracies at universities if 
individual departments were ac- 
credited. 

Also, for a .large existing 
association like at Côncordia 



University, "it would be im- 
possible'to get the. 25 per cent 
turnout required _ for 
legitimacy," said Wheelànd. 

Associations will lose control 
to administrations under the 
law, said Wheeland. 

"It"^ doesn't resolve the pro- 
blems of the associations which 
have serious money or recogni- 
tion problems, in fact it .makes 
It worse." 

A tradition of cooperation 
between anglophone institution 
administratiQns and associa- 
tions in Québec does, not 
generally exist in the fran- 
cophone system. The ad- 
ministr«lon_;. at-. Université dn- 
Quélîêcl'Mdhtnéal will not col- 
lect student levies for its 
association, for example. 

While the situation is grim for 
associations.- unable to, get ac- 
creditation, problems exist for 




• "Once your accredited, 
you're free of adnilnistration in- 
terference, but you're open to 
government interference," said 
Wheeland. "Wide discretionary 
'powers are left to the accredita- 
tion agent (to deny or withdraw 
accreditation)." 

Wheeland said the law can-be. 
used as blackmail. "Once you 
have defined your rights with a 
law, anything that's not in the 
law isn't a right." 

The education minister has 
set up a committee to determine 
the application of the law. Only 
two accreditation agents, one 
for Cegep'« and one for univer- 
sities, exist. • 

Student suspicion over the in- 
tent of the law is compounded 
by its timing. The law was first 
introduced in the National 
Assembly May 31, after the end 
of -the school year, and was 
passed June 23. ; ' , 

"They didn't give us a chance 
to find out what students 
thought about the issue," said 
Wheeland. 

A letter issued by ANEQ, one 
of Québec's two provincial stu- 
dent organisations and 
representing about 80 per cent 
of Québec students, says "this 
will cause a war of the Concor- 
dia, Sherbrooke and the Univer- 
sité du Québec & Montréal cam- 
puses." The other association, 
RAEU (Regroupement des 
Associations Etudiantes Univer- 
sitaires du Québec) supports the 
bill. 

ANEQ voted unanimously to 

reject the bill before it became 
law and mounted a 24 hour vigil 
before the legislative building 
while the bill was discussed. 



Besides demanding 
withdrawal of the law, ANEQ 
wants an amendment to the 
Collegé Act saying the ad- 
ministration must collect fees 
for associations and giving de 
facto recognition to associa- 
tions.

Many students who were not 
accepted into either Engineering 
or Management programs are 
trying to take similar courses 
through the Arts and Science 
Faculty in hopes of being ac- 
cepted in those faculties the next 
year. - 

Overcrowded classrooins 
make concentration and note 
taking difficult for students as it 
is uncomfortable and irritating 
sitting on the floor or standing 
for an hour or an hour and a 
half. 



Professors also feel the effect 
of overcrowding. 

Professor Asimakoppulos of 
the Economics Department 
said, "It does bother me that 
there is overcrowding because 
the kids are affected by the lack 
, of seats, they're not as attentive 
to my lectures." 

According to Svenn Orvig, 
the Dean of Science, "Early 
course selection" is one solu- 
tion. McGill administration 
does not know the number of 
students interested in a course 
until after registration in 
September. 

Students start classes the 
following Monday which leaves 



no time for pre-organisation of 
classes. All changes are mode 
once students are in their 
classes. 

The University of Toronto re- 
quires that its. students select 
there courses in July. Tliis 
system gives the administration 
almost two months to arrange 
classes. • " 

For the time being, Orvig said 
reassuringly, "it will take a little 
. time to sort out." "Classrooms 
are being juggled to accomodate 
the extra'students and hopefiilly 
students may move out of 
crowded courses during the 
drop/add period.

Staff members, one. student 
from the faculty but not from 
the department under review, 
and one academic staff member 
from another faculty. 

Since student representatives 
must not be from the same 
department as that under 
review, it deters potential par- 
ticipants, according to Mat- 
thews. However, "this format 
must be maintained in the in- 
terest of objective analysis," he 
said. 

Although students are free to

committees seem slow to solicit 
student opinion. According to 
Matthews this is the major pro- 
blem from the student stand- 
point. 

Last year, students in the 
Political Science department 
produced a self-study document 
re-stating their goals and 
priorities. Mattiicws hopes to 
see that kind of input in the 
future.

But now, according to Legal 
Aid Director-General Dave- 
Griffiths, "everyone's griping. 
Who's going to approve a 
Society fee increase? People 
think: 'I won't give Students' 
Society another nickel. Look at 
the mess they're making with 
the money they already have." 

Club members agreed to a 
two-fold -strategy. They will 
send individual letters to Cpun- 
cil to state their grievances and 
present a collective resolution to 
Council Tuesday. 

The resolution criticises the 
expansion of Students* Society 
business operations in a lime of 
severe financial constraint. It 
questions the JMC's priorities 
in examining budgets and con- 
demns its lack of consultation. 

The clubs, seek to have 
budgets which arc held in limbo 
approved fnore expeditiously 
and want more communication 
on the part of Society officials 
in matters relating to "budgeu, 
activities and available 
resources."

Universities are often seen as ivory towers separate from the afflictions of 
modem society. But when it comes to violenceagalnst women, McGill is no dif- 
ferent from anywhere else. . i^SSÊÊ^y.- 

Women aren't safe on this campus or IfT'lts^buildings. The outside lighting, 
where there is any, is dim. Washrooms arc stuck away in empty soundproof 
stairwells that are as safe as any narrow alley, according to reports on the increased 
number of rapes, attacks and other offences here. 

The male administratot-s suggest to women working at McGill that it is very im- 
portant to categorize the different sorts of violence against women. It would calm 
things down, the important men say. After all, although rape is quite disturbing, 
!esser,,violations are not worth making a fus^^oycr. . Rostaing suggests female 
students clutch their purses tighter so they woh't'idsc all their money if they are at- 
tacked. , 

Maybe women just shouldn't be out at night, especially if there isn't anybody 
handy tp walk them home. 

Women aren't safe in this city. Women walking at night move rapidly, listening 
for heavier footsteps in the buzz of the phosphorescent lights. Now the municipal 
, government is considering turiiing off lights in city parks at night. 

Raymond Régnier, Secretary General of the Montréal Urban Community will 
not say whether totally darkened parks will increase the threat to women walking 
alone. His solution is to proceed with an official study on the matter. Policemen 
say that unlit parks are difficult to monitor from patrol vehicles. 

Like the city government and the police, the McGill administrators have not 
revealed any new plans for ensuring the safety for women at night. Instead, they 
suggest women modify their habits. The men in power have not discovered where 
the real problem is (except for pointing their fingers at that small group of 
"perverted criminals"). :

•We believe torture |s wrong. 
•We demand fair and early trials for all 
prisoners. * 
•We work against the detention of those 
imprisoned anywhere for their beliefs, 
colour^sex, ethnic origin, language or 
religion, as long as they .haven't used or 
advocated violence. We call them 
prisoners of conscience. 

In working to achieve our ends, we 
have no political alliances. Yet the issues 
we are dealing with are essentially 
political. Additionally, we direct the 
pressure of public opinion on govern- 
ments and work through governments to 
exercise similar pressure. - 

Our autonomy , |s critical to our 
credibility and effectiveness. There are 



several ways in which we maintain this: 
•when "adopting" prisoners, groups 
must involve themselves with one from 
each of three differing political and 
geographical areas; 

•the three "prisoners of the month" 
whose cases arc written-up in the mon- 
thly bulletin and on whose behalf we 
write letters fall into the same three 
categories; 

•the special campaigns which are 
directed at specific counties .violating 
human rights are similarly distributed; 
•the urgent actions sent to us weekly, 
relating cases of those in critical posi- 
tions, about to or currently receiving 
treatment which we condemn, coyer a 
vast number of countries which sp.;n the 
political spectrum; ' 

•financial guidelines prevent any interest 
group from exeriing pressure on us. 

AI McGill is one of the 2700 Amnesty

AI depends on thousands of individual 
voices to create a single, strong, effective 
force.

Gov't cuts: 

Students reel 

OTTAWA (CUP) — The 
Tederal govcrment' has rejected 
calls to administer emergency 
treatment to Canada'a critically 
swollen post secondary institu- * 
tlons. ■ 

As tens ' of thousands of 
qualified students get turned 
away from universities and col- 
leges across the country, finance 
minister Marc Inonde says his 
government already contributes 
more than its share to educa- 
tion. 

But Pauline Jewett, NDP 
critic for post secondary educa- 
tion, insists the government res- 
pond to the "national state of 
emergency" for Canadian 
youth. 

"The situation of Canadian 
youth has reached crisis propor- 
tions," Je wett told the House of 
Commons Sept. 13. "Jobs are 
not there and now entry to post 
secondary institutions is being 
denied thousands and 
thousands of qualified students 
in the country." 

She said unless the govern- 
ment took emergency stops, 
"the principle of acccssibilty, 
which I thought the government 
believed in,, is going to be 
alnijKt.totaliy eroded." 
■^Tfi? federal government's six 
and five restraint program has 
cost post secondary education 
about S102 million across the 
. country, she said in a Sept. 14 
interview. 

Meanwhile, another summer 
of heavy unemployment for 
young people has led to mass 
enrolment increases but Jewett 
said . short-funded ' institutions 
cannot handle the increase. 

She said the NDP will put 
heavy emphasis on the educa- 
tion crisis this fall. 

"I want to get (the Liberals) 
to understand that a. very im- 
portant principle is at stake," 
Jewett said. "I think the 
Liberals are sensitive on that 
issue. There must be some 
Liberal cabinet ministers who 
believe in equality.of opportuni- 
ty." 

But Richard Balnis, a resear- 
cher for the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Students' .Ontario 
Region, says accurate figures on 
the numbers of students who 
arc qualified to attend universi- 
ty or college but have been re- 
jected arc impossible to obtain. 

"(The ministry of education) 
doesn't know because they're' 
afraid to know."Balnis said. 
"They simply don't seek that 
kind of information." 

But Balnis did say the situa- 
tion is clearly the worst it has 
ever been and the federation 
will plot a campaign strategy to 
fight the problem at its general 
meeting next week. 

"It's a very, large problem 
and one demonstration in front 
of Queen's Park won't solve 
it," he said. "But wc need to 
take swift action." 

He said students have not yet 
responded to the crisis because 
"they're still reeling."
